It is only a persuasion of the importance of 
the subject, that could induce the Author of the 
following £s3ay to attempt to recall attention 
to it ; and to endeavour to bring together from 
various sources what he has ajt different times 
thought^ and written, on the interesting subject 
of Universal Restoration. He is especially 
aware of the danger he incur|^ in hazarding tl^e 
judgn^nt of the public, when he is sensible that 
from the infirmities of age, and imperfect recol*- 
leetion, after he has passed the utmost period 
prescribed, to human life, he must fall far short 
of his origiiml aim, when he first assumed the 
sulgect. 

Something on the doctrine of Universal Re- 
8toration-*-of the Redemption qf the World; 
but far out of the common train of conceptions 
exhibited by theologians, was the subject upon 
which the, Author first thought of trying what 

A 
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poetical talents \ie might be possessed of. In 
some Sketches on this design the prefixed lines 
originated. Bat the writer was doubtful of 
being able to draw attention to a subject gene- 
raDy reckoned so trite, as it is commonly treat- 
ed. Yet surely this is a theme above all others 
susceptibly of poetical embellishment, and 
worthy of poetical iUustmtion ; as implying 
ever^ thing grand, important, and intef esting ; 
every thing good, boundlessly blessed and happy, 
beyond the mo4 exalted and enthusiastic ima- 
gination. 

But white in the midst of the scenes of war and 
tumult the writer atnused himself, andisolaced hi« 
ittiE^nation with such themeii; the disa^mus ter*. 
liiin^tion of the American war, in which all his 
prospects, interest, and connexions, were invidv- 
^, Tcame like a death-stroke on all his vi^ws and 
dtesigns in life, and rendered him dmost ihdif- 
%re*it to fiftft itself; That event, j<4ned to the 
sufferings he had undergone from dtsappoirit 
"ment, hardships, and dimate, having r^dttced 
him to so low a state both of health and spirits, 
lie had nb longer either resolution, or vigdur of 
mind left to think of assuming sueh an import- 
ant theme as the Universal Bestoratum of Mature, 
in a poetical view. 

He howevet threw together some thdughts 
upon it in prose, a few copies of which Were pub- 
lished about forty years ago. This publication 
drew considerable attention, antj was soon sold off; 
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SO that it was even with difficulty he could get a 
copy to assist liim in the present pubUcation. 

Serend inquiries and notices about that work 
and its Author having ktdy appeared in some 
of the public j<MuiiaIs,* he has been induoed to 
attempt this repuUication^ with considerable aL* 
terations and additions. 



Now, buried in the obscurity into whidi die 
exti»c«<m.f dlhi. eriy p«»^ in life brth. 
American revolution, had thrown him, and ex- 
duded, as he has since for the most part been, 
from that literary and enlightened society in 
which his early life had passed ; where, by the 
mutual intercourse of congenial minds, bodi ge- 
nius and judgmait mi^t be excited, and im^ 
proved ; he dare no more think of resinning Ids 
original poetical plan. Indeed forty years more 
of retirement and obscurity, have been so far from 
restoring that impulse and elasticity of mind, that 
ardour and elevation of spirit, to which nothing 
once seemed unattainable^ that he is sensible they 
are gone for ever. '< The blast of the desert 
came, and laid my green head low ; the spring 
returned with its showers, but no leaf of mine

appealed/'* Indeed the period of life for such 
exertions, with him^ is now passed. 

But he still thinks the subject of importance* 
And this may probably be the last opportunity 
he may have of suggesting it to more general at- 
tention (if the present Sketdi should draw any 
attention) ; he therefore hopes thepres^it attempt 
to recall some of the conceptions he had enter- 
tained upon it may be excused. 

The Christian religion has of late heea not on- 
ly neglected, but renounced and contemned, 
by men pretending to philosophy and enlarged 
thought ; while their contempt and neglect of it 
really proceeds from narrowness of thought, from 
their not raising their minds, and extending their 
thoughts, to the real grandeur and importance of 
its nature and design ; to their never having form- 
ed a concepti^m of its real c^ject and end — ^THE 
RESTITUTION OF ALL THINGS. 

It must indeed be confessed that the perver- 
sion and depravation, of what is called the Chris- 
tian religion, in most of the states of Europe is 
the principal source and spring from whence the 
neglect of it has very naturally, nay even neoefr- 
sarily, arisen. I say, what is catted the Christian 
religion^ for surely the Romish superstition, as 
professed, imd hierarchaUy established, in most 
of the European states has, in reality, less to do 
with genuine Christianity, as taught by the Au- 
thor of that religion, than pure deism, or even 
the ancient heathen systems. They in general

Had at least some tendency to promote moral and 
pious sentiments and practices, whereas Romish 
Catholicism, such for instance as is professed and 
practised by the perfidious Ferdinand and his ex- 
ecrable ecclesiastics, tends to the total extinction 
of all morality, all piety, all humanity, all freedom 
and worth of character ; and aims at reducing men 
to a level with beasts of burden, made only for 
the use of such pests of human society — ^them- 
selves, like natural htute heastSj made to he taken 
and destroyed. 

And as the ministers of the altar and of the 
throne have in most countries been the chief in- 
struments and promoters of these perversions 
and abuses, it is, no doubt, the just dispensation 
of providence, that they themselves should fall 
the first victims of the contempt of those sacred 
institutions of religion and government, which 
they have laboured so grossly to pervert and a- 
buse. But this is not the subject now in hand. 

The present writer has often thought with re- 
gret, that the doctrine of the divine interposition 
for restoring the perverted part of nature's works 
has been injured and depreciated, by the narrow 
and partial views given of it by many even of 
its sincere and well-meaning defenders ; and he 
wishes at least to suggest a more worthy and en- 
larged conception of it, and to p^int out some 
more extensive grounds on which he thinks it 
may be defended with advantage. 

It is not proposed in the following attempt 



thoroughly to discuss th^ subject, but only to 
present a Sketch, or Essay, in which 9ome hints 
are thrown out, some thoughts started, some 
views of the subject suggested, which, to the 
writer at least, seemed to be of importance, and 
to have escaped the notice of most of those who 
have treated of the Divine Interposition for the 
Redemption, and Restoration of the World. 

The prindpal aim of the Author in the pre- 
sent Sketch is to draw attention to the boundless 
importance of the subject, and to suggest a more 
enlarged conception of its design, to those who 
may be capable of doing it more justice, and 
whose character and influence in the woild may 
give it more weight and authority : and he is 
persuaded that the extensive idea here suggest- 
ed is Wential to a right conception of the great 
scheme of redemption ; and that it must be de- 
livered and received in some such enlarged view, 
to render it reconcilable with just notions of the 
Restorer of Nature, the Oreat Parent and Pre* 
servw of all Being. 

One great disadvantage that has arisen from 
the narrow and partial design generally ascribed 
to the divineplanof Restoration andRedemption, 
is, that by rendering it unworthy of our best na- 
tural conceptions of God, ^ most high God, poi^ 
^es^er of heaicen and earthy it has rendered it 
seemingly below the attention of many persons 
of great genius, and enlarged minds; who conceiv- 
ing of it only in the partial and contracted light 



in which it is too often exhibited, have deemed 
it unworthy of their serious thought. But so 
great and important a design, as the Universal 
Kestoration of Natuie^s works, had it once be^i 
admitted, must have detained the attention, abd 
engaged the intense thought of every elevated 
and enlarged mind. Thus, we mi^t perh«|^s 
not only have seen the sulMct taken up by some 
men ci great natural abilims, who, overlooking 
its extent and importance, have passed it over in 
silence; but might even have found many of 
those eminent talents, whidi have been employ^ 
ed to confound and ^poae to contempt the par« 
tial and unworthy representetions g^iwally gi-» 
ven of it, engaged in its service, and exerted for 
its support. And I cannot but believe, that 
some who have too wantonly aifected t6 con- 
temn, and too rashly endeavoured to expose, the 
unworthy representations often given of the 
sobeme of redemption, did still rever^ice a more 
worthy and enlarged conc^tion of it, which they 
entertained in their own min^; though they 
might conceive of it very differently from what 
theological creeds and systems represent it. *

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I am persuaded it would be much both for 
the credit and interest of revealed religion, of ge- 
nuine Christianity, did we content ourselves with 
establishing, and illustrating the fundamental 
prindples. and enfordng the spirit and practical 
purposes of it, after the example of our Lord 
himself ; leaving many mysterious and merely 
speculative points on the simple foundation of 
sacred writ. It is surely worthy of remark, that 
our Lord himself nowhere enforces, and scarce* 
ly anywhere deUvers, a single doctrinal point ; 
beside the general reception of the doctrine of 
redemption, and of himself as the promised Re- 
deemer — ^the Universal Restorer — ^the Messiah, 
the Sent of God — ^the Sole Agent of Omnipo* 
tence. 

It is truly preposterous, not to say absurd, 
that a certain . description of clergy among ua 

answer ; and though he may too petulantly have exposed 
some of the adscititiotts dogmas of some Christiaii creeds; he 
reaUy reverenced * genuine Christianity* The same sentiment 
I am disposed to entertain with respect to a Shafteshury, a 
Gibbon, perhaps to a Bolingbroke. 

Mr Gibbon seems to shew an habitual hostility to Christf- 
amty. Yet it is not the Christianity .<^ the Gospd which he 
profenedly expdses; but the artificial Christianity of Hieiarcbits, 
of Churches, of Pontifical Policy and ambition* A system as 
different from the religion taught, and instituted by. Jesus 
Christ) as the design and tendency of the character and cojun- 
'sels of the Second Beast of Revelation, xiii. 11.^17« are frot|i 
the Peace on Earth and Good'XoiU tcmirds mm qf tJke G^giel 
— ^the Meekness Truth and Right^usniss afihfi ^th Psalm* 
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^ould aim to appropriate to themselves the 
name of evangelical, or gospel preachers ; while 
not a syllable, not a hint, of the peciiUu dogmas 
they assume, and incessantly kbour upon, is td 
be fo^nd in the gospel, as preadied by Jesus 
Christ himself, or taught by any evangelist who 
has recorded his life and doctrines. St Paul, in* 
deed, in his disputings with the bigotted Jews 
or Judaizing Greeks, using the ar^wmentum ad 
haminim, advances some questionldde opinions 
en particular points. But he himself is far ftox» 
ebdming a divine sanction, or even a ^bctrinal 
authority, for every thing he proposes. 

Yet no very severe censure of those obtrusive 
gentiemen is here intended^ in so far as their 
dogmas^ often inoomprdiensible, are generafiy 
harmless; and they allow the most essential 
principle of the doctrine of Christy **Utm>9rff 
ene that nameth ike name of Chmit dqpart Jrom 
imqmkfr If even the wrath of man may praise 
God, may promote his purposes, no doubt his 
less pernicious passions, his vafdtff may : only it 
nodgfat not be amiss, if they were to assume a 
more modest, and leas contradictory appellation. 
Except they n^an a catachmU^ as Imau a mm 
Imeendo* But it must be allowed their zeal and 
dOigence are highly praise-worthy, and it is 
much to be lamented it has so few imitators ; es« 
pecially in prbmoting the circulation of the Scrip* 
tures, and diffiising tiie knowledge of the gospel^ 
over the world, as the means of making the wom 
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t^Godknown in the earth. Ma savhg health to M 
nations. 

The gospel in its primitive simplicity seems to 
be intended merely as a correction and impror- 
ment of natural religion, and as preached and 
practised by our Lord himself, we find it almost 
purely tending to that purpose. 

But I find I have wandered from my argu-r 
ment, which was, that the narrow conceptions ge« 
nerally exhibited of the Redemption of the World; 
of the Restitution of all things, are among the 
principal causes of its being rejected, or over^ 
looked, b}r^rsons of great genius and enlarged 
thought. 

Had the sublime genius of Milton been unfet- 
tered by the priejudices of system, and the artifi- 
cial dogmas of the school divinity, and opened it- 
self to the ennobling conception of Universal Res- 
toration ; it is probable we not only, had never seen 
those parts of Paradise Lost which are confess- 
edly below the rest of his subject, and the natural 
elevation of his genius, such as great part of the 
third book ; in which we have the Supreme Being 
in the character of Father and Son settling the e- 
temal incomprehensible councils of the infinite 
mind ; and stipulating articles, and conditions, 
with all the formality and svbtilty of the school 
theology, and all the particularity and minute- 
ness of orthodox divines ; instead of which, we 
might perhaps even have seen a Paradise Regain^ 
ed as much superior to a Paradise Lost, as the 
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tedemptioH and restoration of a WoAd i% mor^ 
glorious and important than the loss of Eden. 

And should in some future period a great and 
d^aciaua . genius, a second Milton, arise, who, 
taking up this most grand and interesting of all 
subjects, in its true and natural extent and de^ 
sign, shall present it to the world, recommended 
by all the graces of poetry, and all the powers of 
a suUime genius: then,, may the conception of 
tile extait and. importance of the great purpose 
of Omnipotence f^hich the following Essay would 
mig^st, be able to surmount the n^lect and in- 
attention under which it must now probably 
sink, from the obscurity of the Author, and the 
piesent indifference to the subject. But when- 
etrer that propitious period shall arrive, when the 
Uniy«!sal religion of Redemption, in its genuine 
flpiidt and design, shall be understood and receiv* 
Jed ; when the present Christianity of creeds and 
Churches, of States and Hierarchies, shall have 
.purged itself from the corruptions and depravar- 
tions cfHitracted in sixteen centuries of perver- 
Bion, and shall have resumed its original purity 
,and simplicity ; when by some renewed authentic- 
cation another angel shall go Jorth^ having the 
everlasting gospel to preach to them that dweU on 
&£. earthf and to every nation^ and Jnndrpd^ and 
tongue andp^iple ;* and when by such preaching 
the atoused attention of all iiiations and kindreds, 
^md tongues, and people shall be turned to the

odved in the trorld. In instructing the simple 
and ignorant for the ends and purposes of life 
imi yrMtiee, it noay be expedient to confine our 
•spaoulatMMis ot arguments to the plain practicable 
and unqnesti(«ied principles of the gospeL But 
"Mrh^ we appeal to t^e boasted wise, to the Rea- 
iMMiers and Disputers of this world, in order to 
-t^ir conviction, we must ^ow that we cm meet 
them on their own ground *y and maintain xmr 
^aiise on the indispulable foundations of Nrnkate^ 
of Beasmis and of Piieb. 

The inspired writers themselves seem to ob- 
sepvre <his distinction ; and to adapt botii their 
Noughts a6d language to the habitual concep- 
^lions^ and even tiie peculiar pcefudices of those 
4jp whom they address t^msetvw. How didfo- 
rent the majesty of their style, the sublimity of 
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ihmr thmigfats, the grandeur and ^xtent of their 
\dmSy ^ben their ^uljjeot, is addressed generally 
to the species, from what it ^tea i» when ad- 
dressed to the narrow prejudiees and selfish emt^ 
oeptions of the Jews. This la obsenrable even in 
tbe names and ch»actenstics by wfaieh the Dei- 
ty is distinguished on these different oecasions.— 
On the one, we &id such partisl designations as--« 
•^ The God of Abraliam**.-^* The God of Ismer 
~'< The God of Zion;'_On the other these au- 
gust and umrersal eompeljlaticmfr-^*^ The M <^t 
High Godf'-^The Most High God, Possessor of 
Heaven and Earth."— How different llie idea 
suggested by ** Tbe Lord whidi dwelleth i|i 
Zion,-' fcom the majesty expressed by the ^' High 
and i4i^ty ONE that inhalHteth Eternity r The 
book oi Job throughout is a striking illustration 
of this obs^rration ; and is the most p^ect ex- 
hibitiioii of' pure natural religion whidi is any 
where to be found. Even St Paul himself when 
he addresses the Jews is often obliged to rest his 
argument on the narrow foundation of their paiv 
tial religion ; and to illustrate his doctrine by re«> 
f erenoe to their national institutions ; as may be 
observed through the whole dT his Epistle to the 
He1»ews. But when he addresses himself to the 
Athenians, a people pretending to reason and 
|>hilo6ophy, he appeals to the natural attributes, 
and acknowledged op»ations of God — as the 
Universal Creator and Upholder^ the Impartial 
Parent and Preserver of all Being — " Goct— says 
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fae-^-4^ made the world and idl things therein'^ 
Lard of Heaven and Earth — In him me Uve and 
move, and have our being ; ae cmiain oho of your 
own po^ have eaid. For we. are also his qff^ 
spring''* Attdif through the whokof Sacred Writ 
wedistmguishwhat refors.to. the general doctrijoie 
of the Divine Interposition^ and the Universal 
Providenee of God respecting the religious and 
nioral state of the world, from what ref^s only 
to the partial institutions of the Jews, we . shall 
find that considering the Divine Purpose of Re* 
demption atid Restoration in the most extensive 
view, aa respecting all the Works of God, is on?* 
ly recurring to the genuine notion of it, m on* 
ginally intimated, and fully displayed in Scrip- 
ture. In the text from which our title, is. taken 
it is directly asserted tiiat God hath given inti- 
mation — ^hath spoke of this eyent--of this Uni, 
versal Restoration— land the times of it, hy ail 
his holy prophets since the world began.jf ^'Accord- 
ing to the good pleasure of God which Ae hath 
purposed in himself^-^ gather together in one afl 
things in Christ both which are in heaven, and 
which are on earth, even in- him'' — '^ And by him 
to reconcile all things to himself, by him, I say, 
whether they be things in earthy or things in heor 

venX:' 

But however important the design of the folr 
lowing sheets, the execution may perhaps require

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Tttapy apologies. Of one the writer is particu- 
larly aware — ^that the language may, in some 
places, appear stifFand laborised ; and some times 
even bordering on tautology : for which he can 
only apologize by assigning the real cause — ^the 
desire of keeping the principal object constantly 
in view, and giving the fullest and strongest im- 
pression of it — ^together with the natural defect 
of language ; which must on many occasions 
be found inadequate to ideas ; especially where 
new and uncommon thoughts are endeavoured 
to be suggested. And something, it is hoped^ 
will be aJlowed to imperfect recollection, and de- 
fect of memory, in one who has passed the age 
of fourscore years. 

But after all his endeavours, he is still sensible 
that he has fallen far short of the idea with 
which his mind laboured, and which it was his 
desire and aim to present. 

It will perhaps be thought that some parts of 
the following Sketch are too abstract and philo- 
sophical for the comprehension of the common 
people. For such it is not intended — ^nor for 
such is it necessary : 'though they that can re- 
ceive it, may profit by it. Those parts of reli- 
gion which concern general life and practice, 
and the improvement of pious dispositions and 
affections of the heart, are what they are princi- 
pally interested in : and happy would it be for 
us all did we confine ourselves more to these, 
and exercise ourselves more in them. But if 
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we must be RefUM)ners and Philo0(^efs» let U8 
reason and philosophize upon such subjects, and 
in such a manner, as may enlarge and exalt, in« 
stead of contracting and debasing our ideas; 
let us raise our thoughts to just conceptions of 
God, and of his Counsels and Works ; and also 
of the importance and end of our own Nature, 
and Destination: and let us shewthe boasted wise» 
the Reasoners of this world, that we can meet 
them on their own ground, and maintain our 
cause upon the foundation of Nature, of Reason^ 
and of Facts ; as well as upon that of a Divine 
Revelation^ and Supernatural Interposition.

From the wisdom, the power, and the goodness 
of God, the Creator, we naturally, and reason- 
ably, conclude that all things were at first made 
good and regular, perfect and happy. And 
tiiough, by a permission to us incomprehensible, 
seeming evil, vice and misery, have obtained ac- 
cess into the works of God ; yet from the consi- 
deration of the same unchangeable wisdom, 
power, and goodness, may we not — ^must we 
not — conclude that all things will yet again be 
restored to their original state of order^^ perfec- 
tion, and happiness? This is the hope that rea- 
son and nature must, if attended to, suggest : and 
this is the hope that Scripture and Revelation 
confirm. And to accomplish this BestituUon of 
AU Things^ — ^to bring to eflPect this Restoration 
of Nature, is the destined Office and Uridertak- 
ing of the Eternal Son, the Redeemer of the 
WbrM, the Universal Upholder and Restorer of 
all the Works of God. 
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Thai evil and disorder, vice and misery, should 
ever have gained access among the works of a 
Being g£ infinite goodnetun, wisdom, and power 
to create, and to uphold in perfection, what was 
most supremely good, and most permanentiy 
perfect, is certainly a mystery incomprehensible 
by human reason ; yet no less obtain it is, that 
evil, both physical and moral, have obtained ad- 
mission into the world, and have greatly de- 
ranged, and deformed the beautiful and benefit 
cent works of the Creator. 

Thus, though the Kingdom and the Power 
both in the natural and moral world of right be« 
long unto the Lord ; and he is the Supreme So- 
vereign in all the regions of Nature ; yet that a 
principle of evil has gained access into the works 
of God<^that Satan, the Evil One^ has, through 
a permission unsearchable by us, obtained in the 
world an influence, and power opposite to the 
kingdom and authority of God,' is a fact, which 
from experience is too evident to be dehied. 
And though the now t* umiuf? — Arom whence 
Evil?«-^is of all mysteries one of the xxuMk 
mysterious : yet there is no fact more dear and 
certain, than that evil — that disorder, vice and 
misery, do exist. 

Now it is the complete subversion and over- 
throw of this kmgdom and power of Satan, the 
final destruction and abdlition of all his works — 
it is the entire extirpation, and extinction, of 
this principle of evil, wkh all its effiKst^ and edn« 
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disorder, criiiie» and muery $ smA the 
re^^cftaUidmient of cHigkial good ovder, perfeo- 
tioD, and hi^pmesg, tkiough all the r^pcnos of 
Being, that we suppose to he intaided by the 
MmkmplUm qf the WorUL^ the Uestitutmi 
<tf All Things,*— this is what we undarstand hy 
the Mtywjuw B»A«f..iip4he Great design in our motfeo«*^ 
This is what we suppose to be the dbgeot of the 
Gveat Mediator's Destination and Office. It 
was that he might destroy the works of the de. 
vil, limt the Son of God was nsAde manifest. 

Nature at present is evidently in a disordered 
and dirtracted state; we see strife, conAimNB, 
and misery, to prevail through all her bounds. 
And as we ascribe the introduction of moral 
evil into our system to the maehinatiim of Sa- 
tan; it is probable Aat much of physical evil 
may proceed also from a permissive power and 
influffliee in the same agent But entirely to 
compose this strife, finally to exclude disoord, 
^vil,' and misery, from all the works of God; 
and to restMe universal peace, concord, and hap- 
]^ness through aU Aer^^ns of Nature, is what 
we conceive to be the genuine end andeffiNstof 
the Mediation of the Bedeetner. It is this uni* 
versal Restoration of Nature ; when there diall 
again be nothing but peace and order, innocence 
and harmony, joy and happiness, through all the 
Creatw's Works^^his is what we understand 
by the MutUiOHm qf All Thing$^the eammgqf 
the Kingdom of G^-~This is the true import 



of tiie RiyDEMPTiON of the Woelp. For in 
whatever ooiitaraoted^ or oommon place sens^ 
Hkis expression may generally be used^ and unh 
derstood, taken in its full extent^ and in its txue 
and natural import, it suggests ah idea great and 
interesting b^ond all that language can express^ 
or human comprehension can grasp. Yet to give 
sdme more adequate conception of this great 
aond important Purpose and Design is th^ aim 
of the present undert^ng. 

Whoever^ setting aside all partial expositions, 
and preconceived opinions, will give a serious 
and unprejudiced attention to those predictions 
in Sacred Writ which allude to, the Interpositiim 
of a'Divme Person or Agpnt, m behalf of finite 
Beings, m^ist see reason to beSieye that they im- 
ply a Purpoi^e ^ahd Design far more extensive*^ 
far more important and ^orious, than what 
seeana generatty to be undnrtood by them ; and 
.point to objects and evao^ts. far more baiiefieent 
and : interesting thail what we hear generally 
asmbed to them. And the same reflection 
.must also arise firom a careful pertisal of the de- 
scriptions of that universal iiinodence, and p^eot 
.happiness, so often mentioned, as the destined 
effect and oonsequence of that ititerpositidn. 
i This opinion of the extent and importance of 
thie.iGreat Desj^ of the Mmt High Qod^ the 
P009e»9Qr of Heaoen and Earthy for th^ Resto- 
ration of all his works, will be still further cour 
&:med, if we;exaiiiine th^ geiieralhii^tory of re- 
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Kgion and morals in the different dges and na-* 
tions of the world ; if we attend to the allusions 
made to this su1:^eet, and the notions and expec- 
tations universaUy entertained concerning it by 
the good and wise^— by those who in every age 
and nation have been distinguished by a more 
than ordinary portion of that Breath Divine, 
that holy inspiration, to which, even in the opi- 
nion pf a heathen Philosopher, all huinah excel- 
lency and superiority are to be ascribed.* 

From the attentive consideration of these dif- 
ferent subjects there must arise in the unbiassed 
mind, if not a conviction, at least a strong per- 
suasion, that the Divine ' Purpose and Plan of 
Redemption and Restoration must always have 
had efflbets far more extensive, and far more be- 
neficial to the world than have commonly been 
attended to ; and a presumption that it will fi- 
nally produce a consummation and issue far 
more grand and interesting,— far more happy 
Mid glorious ; far more worthy of the Counsel 
and Design of the Universal Parent of Nature, 
than what has generally been ascribed* to it by 
most of tiiose who have written and reasoned on 
the subject, - 

If duly considered, it will be found to import 
nothmg less, tham the entire expiation of all 
guilt and crimes in Nature, the final extirpation 
of evil, su'fiering, and misery, in ev^ region of

Being ; the complete rcstontioii of all* the per- 
vraiioiu of nature firom its anginal beneficent 
design ; and the introdueticniy andeitablishment 
of universal perfection and happiness through 
all the works of God* This is an issue that may 
justly be called the RKBXMFriov or thk 
Woeli>~Th£ Restitution of all TjaiiKaa 
— ^This is a destumtion truly worthy of the 
Eternal Heir of Omnipotence. .^ 

A DIGRESSION. 

When this Work was first published, it was 
meant but as a Sketch of a mcMre ej^tracdve view 
ci the subject As that view has not been* nor 
ever can now be exhibited by the Authcnr, it 
may be necessary here to give some explanatian 
of a point in which it may be thought tibe wri- 
ter has mot been sufficiently explicit. 

It mity be asked, how does the Autibor dispose 
of the finally wicked, and of all those places of 
Scripture wh«e such are express^ destined to 
mwlaaUng punidbmc^t? Oiw^Does.be under- 
stand-by the BesHMiau qf 49U Thmgs, that the 
most desperately wicked, as wdl as the most pi- 
ous and good, shall equally be restored? He 
answers^No! But he cannot here discuss 
such an intricate subject at length- Only.^ 
he most certainly believes that *^ mr^ d9r 
Hmetiw shaU be to the wicied. Olid a slrmige pu^ 
ishment to the wcriers of iniquity*' — ^but what shall 
be the nature, or extent, oi that punishment. 
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He does not, ht dure not, say. Deitruttum, pro^ 
p^ly melms dksoluiiany entire extinction. And 
that, he thinks, may he the meaning of the word 
here. Everloiting DeittueHmfrtm the preeence 
of the Lordf may with perfect propriety mean 
extinction^ entire annihilation : ^at punishment 
may surely he said to be everlaeting, which shall 
never end in restoration, or relief. What cannot 
be restored, may be extinguished from the crea« 
tion of God : And that extbction may itself be 
part of the Universal Restoration : the extinction 
of evil may be the restoration of the good inter- 
rupted« 

Or, durst I venture a step beyond what, I be* 
lieve, was ever trode by Divines, Heterodox, or 
Orthodox, I would suggest something like the 
following in behalf even of the most reprobate 
part of the species. 

From what we here see of the works and ways 
of God, we may justly conclude that they are 
Infinite, and Eternal. And though no intimation 
of it is given to us ; as entirely beyond our 
world and its present destination— *yet in the 
eternal, and infinite ways of God, may there not 
be room for repentance, respite, recovery, and 
Restitution even of the Damned ! ! ! This sug- 
gestion, however extravagant, may appear at 
least more admissible to those who maintain the 
necessary eternity, and essentially indissoluble 
Nature of the human soul. But I am aware I 
am now got beyond either my own depth or 
that of my readers. — ^Thus — ^though « we can 



reason only from what we know"— -we can, and 
often do, both speak and write abundantly of 
that of which we know nothing. — ^As witness, 
further, all that ever was spoken, or written 
upon the Personality of the Deity, or upon 
Predestination, and the nature of the eternal 
conceptions of God, and a thousand other pointa 
of artificial Theology, — by which, — ^in the lan- 
guage in which the Omnipotait^challengeth Job 
— we darken caunad by words, without kn&wlet^. 

I shall therefore only add, on the subject that 
eyeiy one in the least acquainted with the origi- 
nal language of the Scriptures must be sensible 
in what various, and indefinite meanings the 
words which we have translated Eternal, and 
from which we infer the eternity of future pu-- 
inshment, are used in the Sacred Writings, both 
in the Old and New Testament. The words most 
commonly used in the Hebrew, are IV tsh^jf — 
in the Greek, cuu, m^, mttu^ — the indefinite mean- 
ing of all which, none who are acquainted with 
the. language to which they belcHig will dispute. 

That any being should be sustained in end- 
less existence for the sole purpose of suffering 
misery and pain, is surely irreconcilable with 
every idea w0 can foynx of a good and wise God. 

It just occurs to the Writer, that from the 
above and other such consideraticfiDS> Dr JSFew*< 
ton, the late Bishop of Bristol, infers the proba« 
bility that the devil himself may be restored. 
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As Ae.najTOW and partial repre^ntations ge- 
nerally given by Theologians of -the great Coun- 
sd^. of Omnipotence for the redemption of the 
wx>rld^ with the ar^cial creeds and systems by 
whidi; t;hey.afieet to define, and bound it, — are 
the ^principal foimdation of the most plausible 
objections against it, and the most fruitful source 
of in^delity, dedsm, and atheism— it must be of 
great moment to suggest, and diffuse, more en- 
kj^ed, and worthy conceptions of this import 
taht design, thus Miy^oiif bv;^, this great Counsel 
of God Almighty ; and to shew that such con-r 
oeptions are founded in the naturalcharacter and 
attributes of God; as acknowledged both by 
deists tod Christians, and supported both by 
Reason and Revelation ; and accordant with the 
general history of Religion from the earliest ages 
of tb^ woi^ld, as shall be shown more at length 
in the sequel. 

.Fr<»n many places of Scripture it appears that 
th^e is delegated by the Faither to the Eternal 
Son a Mediatorial Office and Character, in conse- 
quence of which, the whole divine economy and 
government of the world, the whole agency and 
operations of Omnipotence with respect to finite 
and created beings are conferred upon him ; ^d 
the opening and unfolding of all the divine 
counsels and designs, the accomplishing of all 
the divine purposes and works, through every 
region of Being, are committed unto this 
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Mfy«A«f BvAiK AyyiMc this Messciiger, Mirafiter, or 
Exeeutor^ of the great design. 

TMb important destination is hrisBy expventd 
in the sentence -pte&xed to this Essay from tiie 
9eptuagint versicm of the Old Testament — ^r«xii««i 

aUed The M^unger ^the QreM CMMi»£--4b0 
MimstBT qf the Imp&rtemt PurpcM'-'^e Great 
Design. This is perhaps the most condse^ and 
comprehensive designatioii d the Office «ndl 
CSiaraeter of tl^ Universid Mediator betweesi 
the Infinite and Finite Beings that is to be 
Jbimd in the whole of Saered Writ. And the 
following Essay wiQ consist chiefly in an attempt 
to delineate more particidarly what is implied 
in this designation : with some observations on 
the ooncomitant charaetmstics ascribed to the 
Mesmh in the common Englidi traiidatioa of 
that part of Scripture.* 

The whole of the passage aHaded to, inserting 
the above expression, will stand thus^-^JP^

U9^U0a^ildisbam,untowuMmisgiwni ami 
tke gQpemme$$t ^uMheupon his shoulders: and 
his name shaU he called The Messenger of the 
Great Design, The WwderJM Comnsellar, The 
Mighty God, The Everlasting Father, The 
Prince <^ Peace. Qf the increase ^ his goven^ 
ment and peace there shaU be no end. Whether, 
by this important desmption, Xsaiah might be 
tmmediateij conscious of alluding to any thing 
beyond a ddiverance from the misery and op- 
fxression whic^ his country then groaned under 
from the Kings of Israel and oi Syria^ may be 
doubted ; but this is certain, that no such dis^ 
tinguished personage, as is here described, ever 
appeared for their deliverance on that occasion'^ 
and tiiat the designations and characteristics here 
assigned can be ascribed to none besides the glo- 
rious Redeema of the world, the destined Re- 
storer of all the works of God. And the ever- 
increasing peace and fdicity here prcHuised can 
only be applied to the perfect harmony, and emA- 
less happiness, which, as the Govemm* of that 
rede^ned world, the Eveilasting Father and 
Guardian of that restored and perfect order of 
things, he shall introduce and maintain in all the 
regions of his dominions. In Him al(me, of 
mortal birth, can all the different, and seeming- 
ly incompatible, diaracters here mentioned, be 
found united ; who, though he was originally in 
the form of God, and thought it no robbery to be 
equal with God, yet condescended to veil his 
essential glory in the humble robe of Humanity ; 
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and << therefore God also hath highly exalted 
" him, and given him a name that in abov^e ev»y 
name ; that at the name of Jesus every knee 
should bow, of things in heaven, and things 
<' in earthy and things under the earth. And 
««/that every tongue should confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord. — God having put all things un- 
der his feet, and given him to be head over all 
things. Angels and Principalities and Powers 
** being made subject unto him."* And it is in 
the fullest extent of this description of universal 
dominion and sovereignty, that we understand 
the expreission, The government shall be upon his 
shoulders. Which we conceive to imply, that 
the sole ordering and direction of the govern- 
ment of all finite and subordinate Beings in eve- 
ry region of Nature is committed unto the Eter- 
nal Son, for the accomplishment of that com- 
plete redemption, that universal restoration of 
the Divine works, which we suppose to bfe the 
ultimate end and design of his mediatorial cha- 
racter and government. This is (the Mtyttxm Byxn^) 
the Great Counsel, of which he is called the 
Messenger; this is the Grand Purpose, the 
Important Design, of which he is appointed the 
Minister. — This is the Restitution of All 
Things. 

That the adorable Redeemer was from Eter- 
nity Supreme Lord of Nature, is a necessary 
consequence ^f his essential divinity, and of his 
agency in its original production ; Jbr all things

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"ivere made by Mm, and without htm was not any 
thing made that was made. But it appears from 
many expreBsioM in Sacred Writ, that the im- 
tnediate administration of the present economy 
and government of the world, and particularly 
of the human race, is in a special manner com- 
mitted unto him, in consequence of his media- 
torial character. And this delegated power and 
sovereignty appears to be different, and exercis- 
ed upon different principles, and by different 
rules, from his natural essential dominion; the 
prindples and laws of which were adapted to a 
i»tate of perfection and felicity, in which evil and 
disorder had no place. But the principles and 
laws of this mediatorial sovereignty and domi- 
nion are adapted to that disordered and pervert- 
ed state of things which we now see ; the evil 
tendency and effects of which it is appointed to 
obviate and remedy. 

And perhaps for this very reason, that the 
Mediator might be properly qualified, in respect 
to finite Beings, to administer this delegated 
government, to accomplish all the ends and pur- 
poses of this Important Design, which he is or- 
dained both to declare, and execute, it was ex- 
pedient that he should appear to finite beings in 
a finite form and character. And though the 
Redeemei^s assumption of Humanity might be 
relative only to the redemption and restoration 
of the human race ; and only what we are con- 
cerned in is communicated to us ; yet we know 
not to what other objects, and what other pur- 
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poses» his me^atorial c^oe ^nd cbaracter may 
extend ; nor do we know to what other Natures 
and Orders of Being the Umv^rsal Medtator 
may have condescended^ in order to aecomplidi 
the truly Glorious Purpose, the truly Great De* 
sign, of restoring perfection and happiness in all 
the regions of the Divine Dominions. This at 
least seems certain, that whenever i^ Deity 
condescends to hold intercourse with jfinite JBe<- 
ings according to the principles of tiieir nature^ 
the manner and form of his communication mutt 
be accommodated to some of their senses m 
means of perception ; and his essential gldry veili* 
ed in some such representation or appearance as 
they are able to bear. And it is, perhaps, by 
virtue of tibis personal assumption of Humanity 
in the Mediator, that ail sensible intercourse and 
communication between God and man is carried 
on. We are expressly told, that, no man ha& 
seen Godot any time ; Ae only begotten Son which 
is in the bosom of the Father ^ he hath dedared 
him — being the brightness of his giory^ and Ae 
express image of his person. Hence all the vi- 
sible manifestations and personal appearances 
of the Divinity, so often mentioned even in 
the Old Testament^ seem referable to the Son, 
and might have a relation to his Humanity, 
though not yet formally assumed ; at least they 
were certainly a part of the exercise of his 
ddegated mediatorial office and character : an 
essential branch of whidi we understand to be 
the dispensing of all Divine conunimiaati* 
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€11$ to careoted Beings : whether performed by 
himself, or by rabordinftte agents. And we 
suppose it to imply, not only the part which 
the RedMmer acted during his personal so- 
journing on earth) his founding and institut- 
ing the Christian religion, Ms particular care and 
proTjdence towards the church ; but the admi- 
nistratioii <^ the whole of the Divine dispensa- 
tiom towards all finite and subordinate Natures. 
i-'^-Sven the great and important erents in the 
History of tiie World; the advancement and 
^teefine of societies in knowledge, religion, and 
mcmda ; the rise and fall of Empires, Kingdoms, 
and Nati<ms, marf tSi be considered as part of 
this delegated gOTemment; and by a regular 
ddain and connection, which we are unable to 
trace, may lead towards its grand and ultimate 
object, the complete and universal establishment 
of the Reign of the Prince of Peace ; when '^ all 
the Kingdoms of this world shall become the 
Kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ/' 
And though, to our limited view,' the present 
course of this world may often appear only a 
scene of confusion, distraction, and overturning, 
without purpose or design ; yet by this succes- 
sion of unseeming events, he ^* wba doth accord- 
ing to his win in^ the armfi of heaven, and o- 
mongthe inhabitants of the earth — wiU overturn^ 
<< overturn, overturn it, — till he come, whose right it 
is, and will give it him.''^ And as we cannot

ed in the execution of the divine purpose^ with 
men;* and from the same authority we also 
know, that to the Redeemer, for the adminisr 
tration of his Mediatorial Gpvernmait, all t^e 
Angels of Gtod, all the Powers in heavenly plaa*- 
es, are subjected: that either iii his ownperfpn^ 
or by subordinate agents, he may order and ac* 
complish whatever may be necessary in the pro* 
gressive execution of the Important Furposei

Kow this description of a kingdom to be set up 
in a determined time ; of dominkm, glory, and 
a kingdom, to be given unto the Son of Man, 
cannot be a]^plied to an eternal essential domi- 
nion and) sovereignty, and must therefore be arpL 
plied to tlie. delegated mediatorial kingdom atfd 
government of the Redeemer. Which we un- 
derstand to comprehend, not only a moral and 
spiritual authority and dominion,, or, even the 
goyernment itnd headabip of the church, as that

through every age. And especially about the

fiion of this wblime desenptios^ yet it is certaii^ 
that nothing whidi Virgil could see, or hopefM", 
.from that occasioDt could jostify, even in « poe^ 
tic view, bis allufflons to a dignity of person so 
truly divine, to a felicity so fxr beyond all that 
we can concdve in human affiurs» or raise his 
miod to oonoeptions so far transcdndSng aU our 
ideas of the present state of sublunary things. 
And indeed both thestyleand sentiments through 
the whole of the above Eclogue are so much in 
the manner and spirit of the prophet Isaiah, that 
many believe them to be borrowed from his writ*

all the families of the eairth are so deeply ittterr 
ested. But from whatever source Virgil ndght 
hare derived the above sentiments, and though 
he errs in his a]^lication of them ; y et» from the 
enthusiasm with which he dwells up(m them, 
we may justly condude, that he felt them cou« 
genial to something within his own mind» and 
conformable to some common notion, and e;xp^&- 
tation particularly entertained by the good, the 
thoughtful, and enlightenedt in all ages. 

I might here add the sentiments of Socrates, 
of Plato, of Orpheus, and many others of the 
wisest and best of mankind. Socrates, in a con* 
yersation with his friends, from the present visir 
bly perverted state of the world, infers the ap- 
parent necessity of a Divine Mediator and Be* 
Mmex, and from hence, that we have reason to 
hope for and expect one. And on another oc- 
casion he says somethinir very remarkable, and 

vine Person to be sent from heaven to instruct 
mankuxd, and restore them to virtue and happi- 
ness.* And Plato, either in his own person, or

Should it be otgected^ that the above notions 
and flentimenta in the heathen world wjbre ie? 
rived bom the 8a(Bred Writinga of the Jewa ; 
though the opinion has litl^ probability to supr 
port its yet, allowing the objection its fufl 
weight; it does not weaken the force of the pie^ 
a«it argument ; which, without disputing abQiM^ 
the means made use of to effeet it, aims only to 
pmve, that the Diyina Proyideaoe luusf tiken 
one to diffuse among all nations, a notion and 
«Lpe(tation of a sup^matural interposition &r 
the Kstonition of tilie perversions of Nature; 
and to <^eite in tiiem desires and hc^s of a ge^ 
nenil Ilestitution of the Divine Works under 
the auq[>ices of an Universal Mediator ;t and also 
thal^ the influence and effects of this interpositiQin

t We find notions analogous to this prevailing among tbfi 
remotest Indians in the East. Their Brama is a Being fiir 
supmor to the human race ;--the Literpreter of the Divinitj, 
tbe Author of the Sacred Books, and great Law-giver of Indtf. 
In the island <^ Ceflon, among the Dekies of a second or^, 
par(|ciilar hpuQurs are paid to Buddou, who descended upon 
earth to take upon him the office of a Mediator between God 
and mankind. The Budzoists also, a sect in Japan, worship a 
kind of Mediator between €rod and the human raced— Abb6 
Rajraal s jlist* 
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have always been more general, and more im- 
portant, than seems to be commonly supposed. 
And that God has never left himself without a 
witness of his important purpose for the Resto- 
ration of all his lapsed Works. Thus it is with 
great justice that the Redeemer is called in 
Sacred Writ The Dedre of all Nations ; but 
with what propriety could he have been so called, 
if the nations had no notion of such a Redeemer, 
no desire towards him, no expectation of bles- 
angs or happiness from him? We therefore 
^suppose it to be part of the exercise of the 
MediatOT's Commission and Government, not 
only finally to accomplish the redemption and 
restoration of the world, but also, during the 
present intermediate order and dispensation of 
things, to convey and difiuse to all People, Na- 
tions and Language, by means and instruments 
which to him shall seem meet, such Divine com- 
munications as may preserve in the world that 
sense of the Deity, and that knowledge of his 
Will, hii9 Ways, and Designs towards men, which 
may be necessary ; till through the increase of 
tlie Mediator's Authority and Government, the 
purposes of his mediation shall be fully accom- 
. plished ; and the whole earth be full of the kxkyw- 
ledge of God, and nothing but Peace, Innocence, 
and Happiness have place among his works. 
Is not this forming a more worthy conception 
of the gTeacious Counsel, of .the Gr^at Design, of 
the Universal Parent, the impartial Father and 
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Guardian of the whole human race, than to sup- 
pose his care and providence, especially in mat- 
ters of eternal moment; confined to any particu- 
lar nation or people ? Nature and Reason, as 
weU as Revelation, may convince us, that there 
is no respect of persons with Grod: but that in 
every nation they that fear him, and sincerely 
seek to render themselves acceptable to him, 
shall find acceptance with him ; and that God is 
not, nor ever was, the Gk>d of the Jews only, 
and not also the God of the Gentiles ; but the 
^ual God and " Father of all the families of 
the earth." 

A further argument for 'the universality of 
the Divine Providence in religious matters, and 
for the extensive effects of the exercise of thie 
Mediator's government in the preservation of 
virtue and religion, is, the piety and good mo- 
rals, the knowledge and fear of the true Gk)d, 
which we find to have prevailed universally, es- 
pecially in the first ages of the world. In sup- 
port of this argument, beside the Golden Age 
of the Poets, innumerable facts and characters, 
both from Sacred and Profane History, might 
be produced ; but to point out their force, and 
apply it particularly, would lead far beyond the 
bounds proposed in the present attempt. * I 
shall therefore only mention a few from Sacred 
Writ, as the oldest record extant, to which every 
onfe may haVe reccmrse, and so examine and 
judge for themselves how far they tend to 
strengthen the argument in hand. 
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In the days of Abrtthftvi, we find the peeplf 
ammig whom he livedo wieeve, humane, omdH 
and hospitable ; in a word* virtuous and piom^ 
and living in the fear of God. Of thity ^^^ 
cannot be a stronger inetanoe, than the smtir 
meats and conduet of Abimdech, King of the 
Philistines, and his subjects, when Abraham 
was a sojourner amoi^ them. ^ Abiahwci had 
^ said of Sarah his wife, she is my sister : and 
^^Abimdech sent and took her. But God 
'^cfflne to Abuneleeh in a dream by nigbti» 
^ and said unto him. Behold thou art a dead 
^ man, for the woman which thou haat taken; 
^ for she is a man^f wife. But Abim^eeh h^ 
"** not eome ne^ur her; and he aaid. Lord irilt 
^ thou $]af also a righteous natioii? Said fae 
not untp me, she is my sister ? and she, evmi 
she berse]f aaid^ he is my brother: in tiie 
^ inteigrity of my heart; and innoo«cy of vof 
^ hands, ha^e I done this» And God said wijU> 
^ Mm, Yea, I know that ^bou didst tiiis in the 
^ integrity d thy hearts for I also with^idd 
^ thee fyom sioning agasist me ; therefore 8«£- 
^* fared I thee not *o toudh hw, Ifow theiie^ 
^ fore TCstcae the mm hie wife, &&««*-Tfaef^«K 
'^AlHmdeeh rose early in the mwnaag, m^ 
"^ called all his aeirvmits, and told all tibeae tieungs 
^« in their ears ; and the men were aore aftaid.

rates 4f Tirtue and integrity ? In the abo*re 
nanaltioin tiro tilings are particularly desttving 
df atttation. One h^ €ke Awe of the Divine 
Displeasure, and the serious alarm that even the 
iBtaataoit of e omne cauaed in thia prinoe and 
hia pe^lej^^^Mnefipr A wavse miriff m t§m mar»»

have stttotSier instance simSar to the above, with 
respect to Abraham and Pharaoh King of 
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SgTP^*9 where the JE^ypHam$ shew^ the same 
{ttous awe and fear of God, the same regard, to 
Tirtae and good morals, that the FhHutmeahsiX 
done. And when Ahraham sent his servant to 
take a wife for his son Isaac, we find the Syru 
am, to whcnn he was sent, shew the same ehar« 
acteristics of piety, humanity, and hospitality: 
the salutation of Laban to the servant is, CotBt 
in4lum blessed of tie Lord, wherejbre skmdest 
tibau unthoutf Sgc. 

It ia only hy accident we hear of Meidhiite^ 
ddc; but from the short aqeount we have of 
him, and the designation of IMest of the Mast 
High Qad there givai unto him, we have reason 
to. condudev that the worship of the true God 
was regularly professed, and maintained in the 
opuntir^, and that he was the Prince and H^gh 
Priest of 'that district We know that in tiie 
patEiarchal ages, .the father of the family, or 
{perhaps of.many desfcended families, exescised' 
the authority of a King, and performed the 
fuBctiou. o£ a Priest for those familiies. And 
pcolMd>ly this .Melcfai2d^k was the oldest PatEf- 
areh.io that country ; the inhabitants of winch 
were perhaps.the greater paii his descendants op 
eoUatasals^ among whom he of course hdd the 
aaihoiity of King, and dkehmrged the office of 
High Priest* 

... • • 

. * Ab Shem the Son. of Noah, according to our Bible Cbro- 
^ogyf lived 700 years after the flood; this would brii;ig him 
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Thus we find Job performing the office qt 
Priest for his children, after they were departed 
from him» and settled in separate families. Each 
of his sons had been aitertaining the rest in 
their several houses, and had called their sisters 
also to feast with them. " And it was so^ that 
" when the days of their feasting were gone 
*^ about, that Job sent and sanctified them ; 
'5 and rose up early in the morning, and ofibred 
** burnt offerings according to the number of 
'' them all : for Job said, it may be that my 
^ sons have sinned, and cursed God in their 
** hearts. Thus did Job continually.* What 
an amiable image of sincere devotion, of tender 
paternal piety ! Nor can any thing be of more 
force in support of the present argument, . for 
the universality of piety and virtue, — of the 
knowledge and fear of God in the early ages of 
the world, than the characters and sentiments of 
Job and his friends. Whoever reads that 
book with any degree of attention, must ob- 
serve, that their moral sentiments, their piety 
and devotion, their awe and veneration for the 
Supreme Being, appear more natural and sin** 
cere; their sense of his omnipresence, of his 
universal providence, and interposition in hu« 
roan affairs, more immediate and genuine ; and 
their ideas and conceptions of his nature and 
operations, miore just, more noble and sublime, 

down beyond the death of Abraham : So that it is not impossi- 
ble that he might be this very Melchizedek.

Biieage, and seem to have had no acquaintanee 
with any particular revelation recoiled in So- 
tted Writ ; yet etr^ among them we find the 
dear knowledge and firm belief of a Dirine 
Itedeemer.-^/ kmpw, says Job, thAt my Redeemer 
Uffefhy and that he sJudl eland at the latter day 
i^nm the etfr^A.-— This, it must be confessed, ig 
hi the original, and in most translations which I 
have seenj a very obscure and difBcnilt passage 
df Soipture, in some indeed searce intelligible. 
Our l*ranslators, it is true, by the help of a 
gifeat tnany adsoititious Words have presented n» 
With a very plain and important sentiment, in 
very elegant and intelligent language — but I 
dottht whether either they themselves, or aroy 
0fh^r person, could find in the original the sig- 
nification they have suggested, or trace from it 
t^e ilentimeiita they have grafted upon this 
passage. But the sentiment is not the less just, 
aifid impOrtaM. 

{"bis book of Job exhibits the most just, lEmd 
the most sublime view of true piety, of the ge- 
nuine Beligion of Nature, that can be found in 
^my writings sacittd or profane. And as the 
I^matiS Personam, the Speakers in that Book 
ai?e evidently Kdomites, the descendants of 
Esau ; this suggests to me the persuaaioc^ that . 
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tibe true IMyigk«i# us praetiMd hy Ahnimm 4ii4 
IsBae^ w»3 ptseaerved and continueclj among the 
£domitei at leant a^p pure as among the IsraeL- 
ites. We read of the Idols and Idol wojnsfaip 4|f 
ell the oeiglibounng naticms, tbe Fhilistines^ tbe 
Syrians, the Moabitcs^ the Ammonites, ^c ; but 
in the whole Old Testaocti^U;, we do not, J Hmk, 
find once mention madeof the Idols of the Edo- 
ixuites. Not that we om. suppose th^Wf in ik$t 
age, to have been entirely free from idqlatiy, 
mow thim t^ Israelites themselves. Why 
should I mention farther on this subject Jetbfe, 
Moses' fath^-in-law, the Priest of Midian ? 
Why^ Balaam the son of Beor, a Moabite ; 1m 
je:(taraQrdmary Qimmumications with God, and 
jivguJar offerii^ of sacrifice, in consulting th^ 
,D^ty; and in partieidar,)us remarkable propba- 
icica, evidently alluding to the Universal Rear- 
er ? Why, the candour and lib^iil piety o£ Hi- 
lam King of Tyre, in the days of Sc^itian? 
Solomon had sent to Hiram to request th^ isssiat- 
iWfe of his wbjects in preparing the materials 
for building the Tanple of God at Jerusal^n : 
~^ And when Hi];am heard the wordis of Solo- 
>^ mon» he rejoiced greatly^ and said* Blesised be 
<< the JliOrd this day, who bath give«L unto Da- 
vid a wise son over this great people." I might 
j^ere add the smtim^^nts of tibe Queen of Sheha 
at the same pmod.-^'^ And theQneen<of Bhg^ 
^ said unto Solopion, !l$bssed be the Lord* whi($i 
'' delighted in thee to set tbise op ih^ Thrcme 0f 
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* Israel; because the Lord loved Israel for ever, 
«* therefore made he thee king to do judgment 
« and justice/' I might further mention the 
Widow of Zarephath, a Zidonian ; Naaman the 
Leper, a Syrian ; instances adduced by our Lord 
himsdf in support of the same argument, which 
I would now wish to establish. To these I might 
add the Ethiopian Eunuch, of the court of Caa- 
dace. Queen of Ethiopia,/ who had come from 
ihenee to Jerusalem to worship the true GJod i 
Cornelius the Centurion, an officer of the Roman 
army^ whose sincere piety, dev6tion, and diority, 
we scarce find equalled in any character of any 
religion. And we find the piety and devotion 
of both these persons was adcnowledged and ac- 
cepted with Qod before they were formally ac- 
quainted with Christianity; but we also find 
that they did not supersede the expediency, XKut 
to say the necessity, of their being made ac- 
quainted with it, and embracing its doctrines 
when they were made known unto them. 

The whole book of Daniel abounds with 
wonderful instances of the interposition of the 
I>iyine Providence, arid of its effects in the uni- 
versal preservation of the knowledge and fefir 
<rf God in the world. And though the Baby- 
lonish captivity and the dispersion of the ten 
f^bes, are in scripture principally considered as 
>the punishment of their own wickedness and 
impiety ; that being the light iii which they, 
to whom the prediction$ and threatenings coil- 
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corning it were immediately directed, were moist 
concerned to view it; yet may we n6t with 
good reason suppose, that the providence of the 
Universal Sovereign had, foeddes this^ other 
more important ends and purposes to accom- 
plish by it ? Might it not be intended to be the 
means of reviving and disseminating universally 
tJie knowledge and fear of the One True Et»- 
ttal Grod, among those nations where the ori- 
ginal and natur^ notions and impressions of Vk 
Nature and Being were in a great measure worh 
out and lost ? And by thiis reviving them ito 
the empire of Assyria and Babylon, they vrefe 
sure to be disseminated through almost all the 
then known world. And it is probable that 
the miraculous inter|>osition in behalf off Shi- 
di^ach, Meshach, and Abednego, in the fiery fur- 
netce, and of Daniel in the den of Hons^ "v^as ndt 
intended merely for the immediate preservatidh 
of those individuals, which the Divine Ftovi- 
dence could have effected by natural means f bttt 
ihore especially to promote this Important I)e- 
'sign-. And how much they really oontribated 
to this purpose, we may learn from their intim^- 
diate effects and consequences; since we find 
tliat they not only impelled those M onar^hs, whb 
were immediate witnesses of them, to the ac- 
knowledgment and adoration of the true God; 
;but were the.occasion of several puMic edicts and. 
. decrees, prohibiting all impiety and contempt of 
the Deity under the severest penalties; and en- 
joining the acknowledgment and adoration of 
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Om: 0»Q Supreme Bang tbrfugk 'tbp wb^ «i^ 
rtfirt of their d(»ninio9s. Oneau^h fcUot we find 
iflued by NebuahadBoaw^ a£l^ the ddHyeranoe

FVom the whole of what has been said on this 
argnment, we may, I think, justly draw this 
conclusion: That the knowledge and fear df 
One Infinite, Eternal, Supreme God, and con- 
sequently, that piety and devotion towards him^ 
and virtue and innocence of character in conse*- 
quence of these, have in all ages been txMft 
universal than is generally supposed from a su- 
perficial view of what is transmitted to us of Hkt 
history of mankiMv^nd that this is the eflfect 
Of the imme^ate administration of the Bivine 

King of PersiA«-^Legati a Dario^ Rege Persarsarum, Car- 
thaginem venerunt, afferentes edictuin, quo Poeni hamanas 
hostias imnfiolaFii et cannina vesci prohibebaDtun«— ^Just.

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Providetiee by the Govemmeiit of the Universal 
Mediator. — Human history relates the actions of 
the powerful, the turbulent, the ambitious ; who 
obtrude themselves on observation chiefly by 
agitating, distracting, and destroyii^ the world. 
The general mass of mankind are lost in obscu- 
rity even while they live, and after death their 

vion. But it is the general mass of mankind 
that are concerned in the question of religi<Mi 
and morals ; and it is in the innocence and hap- 
piness of the general mas» of mankind, that the 
Providence of the Universal Parent is concerned. 
Goodness and piety, where most genuine and sin- 
eere, are often least obtrusive and ostentatious ; 
and there may be much of both, and yet make 
little noise and show in the world. The religion 
requisite in the present state of human nature 
is not that which displays itsdf in the extrava- 
gant ardours and obtrusive zeal of religionists ; 
the vain conceits and fond notions of visionaries, 
or intricate speculations and incomprehensible 
doctrines of Theologists, about abstract natures 
and mystic essences; and the eternal destina- 
tions, and incomprehensible counsels and con- 
ceptions, of the Divine Mind.

Or the subject may be thus concisely stated. 
There can be but one imdmngeabie and abso- 
lutely perfect Being. Created Beings must be 
of a limited nature^ and finite in eirery attribute 
and perfecticm of their nature ; and hence ne- 
cessarily subject to change, perverrion, corruf^ 
Him and decay. Now, does not a fi^rstem of 
Bdngs so constituted seem from thek^ ¥ery na- 
ture to require a perpetual MedisAor, Froteetttfy 
and Guardian; and one of dignity and ipowar 
equal to such an important chttge ? Onm aUe 
to protect and watch over aU the weaknraweft, 
infirmities, and imperfections of finite Beings ; 
to prevent, as far as is ccmsistent witibi the na- 
ture of the Sjrstem, liieir brealdng out telo 
elFects; to repair all actual iKreaches and pef« 
vendons of nature; to remedy all hmrtful ef- 
fects and consequences occasioned by them; 
and to check and controul universally the power 



and ofiMtion (tf £t£L ; that is« to prewnre unki- 
tttrapted, or to restoie wherever interrupticni 
magr have takm ' place, the beneficent order of 
Kature; and thtta to mainta&Q» as for as a (qratem 
cf finite Beings will admit, perfection and feli* 
dty through dU the works of God. And the 
^neeution of this important dbiarge was bj the 
Bivine destination delegated unto the Eternal 
fion, the Universal Upholder, Helper, and JRei- 
etorer throughout the world. And will it luA 
be allowed, that this is a destination truly im« 
portant and interesting, worthy to be devised 
by the- Divine Counsel and Wisdom, and wor- 
thy to be undertaken by him, whom the Omni- 
piotent calls his FeUcw and his Eqwd f 

In the Book of Daniel we have the introdoiw 
.tion of the Eternal Son to this his great Office 
and Government ;thus described. *' I saw in the 
night visions, and behold> one like the Son of 
man came With the douds of heaven, and came 
to the Andeat of Days^ and they brou^t him 
Hear bfefor^lnm. And there was given him do- 
' tofinion, and glcMry, and a kingdom ; that all na- 
laoQS and lanjguf^s should serve him : his do- 
tminicttl is 4n everlasting dominion, whidi shall 
Hot pass away, and has kii%dom that which shall 
^not be desbrt^ed*;*' -And in the Book of Revf- 
. lation ■ we have the same^ subject thus represa^t- 
.iBd. <*. And I saw, an4 behold a white horse;

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^^'aodheiM^fiatonhimhadabow; andia crown 
was given unto him : and he went forth con- 
quering and to conquer^." In these passages 
we have the inauguration of the Eternal Heir of 
Omnipotence to his delegated Office and Sove- 
reign^ set before us ; we see himt as it were* 
receiving the investiture, assuming the insigniat 
and entering upon the exercise of his important 
Destination — comprehaiding, the Creating, Pre- 
serviii^s, and Governing, of infinite World, Re- 
storing of the whole System of Nature. And op 
this occasion we find all Nature, every Creature 
in Heaven, and in Earth* and in all the Regions of 
Being hailing with loud acdaim this auspicious 
assumption of Office and Sovereignty by the 
glorious Mediator, the ineffiible Emanuel--from 
henceforth God with us;-^from henceforth, 
standing in the relation and place of God to all 
finite and created Beings. 

And the exercise of this important Sovereign- 
ty may weU be expressed by the terms Conquer^

finished in a specified time ; yet, in the Inftaite 
RegtdUB <tf ^Spac0| to whidi we oaiinot eren in 
inla^ati^n set bounds,. C^satiOn may .tti)l %ie 
prdMeding, and still ^ proeeed^new portlc^ 
of tlie Chaotic :Be^ns of KiUaire may still be 
eon^ertbig into New Wivlds ; and New Syi-^ 
terns, subjected to the Laira <rf orgaiuMtum. and 
Order*--^and he that aat^nponthe White Htfse

The Cit>wB haa always heea the Ornament 
and reward of Conquest^ Victory, and IMumph ; 
and therefore the assured right of the etasi^Uy 
triumphant Victor, gone fortii Conquerang attd 
to Conquer. Other warriors, however powerful, 
go ft>rth at best under doubtful auspices, and in« 
stead of conquering, it may be, to be conquer-^ 
ad ; but tiiis, with assured suceess ; certaki to 
ctonquer every enemy,^ to subdue every oppo- 
nent : therefore a Crown is given imto him even 
c^ enteiing upon his enterprise; with him to 
undertilke, is to accomplish. 

But the expression — Was given unto bim-^-'^BB 
above quoted both from Daniel and from the 
Revelation, may deserve particular notice. 2>o« 
minion, and Glory, and Power, are the essential 
attributes of the Eternal Son ; but besides this 
eternal essential dominion and power, it appeals 
from the whole tenure of Scripture Doctrkie

And while We per- 
ceive the facts * which are revealed to be won- 
derful, and worthy of sacred adniiration, Wcf 
may also perceive, from the extent of thek na- 
ture aM design, that their reasons afitE p!finci{]|^ 
must extend far beyond the boimds of pur con- 
ceptions. 

But the wonderful and mysterious nature o^

The operations of God in the System. of 
Nature, are not lef$i wonderful, and beyond our 
comporehension* than in t^i^t of, rfsd^mption ; and 
W9\ild perhapi; be as, obstinately denied by^thflfOi 
who will fillqw nothing to exis( beypp4 the IjU 
paits of their narrow coi^ceptUms.; did not th^ 
immediate presence of the. pbjeqts to their sepsee^ 
yindicate their existence. For instance — That 
to throw a grain of See4 pf any kind into the^ 
e^h^ amidst dung and corruption^ there to pu« 
trify and rot^ was the sure Wjay to obtjavi from

It can scarce be necessary to obserrehare, tbaC 
tlie word Peace is often used as implyiisg not 
nevdy ixanquillityand cosioofd, which is its na-** 
tural signification, but as expressive, of every 
Uesting and enjoyment, and of the same imp^ 
witk the word Happiness. And it is in this 
ikamost extensive sennet that it is to be here 
undflvstood, as implying all the blessings* and^ 
advantages ^derived to Ihe world by the media*** 
turn of the Redeemfer,'by the delegated Ooveit)^ 
nent of the I'rbioe of Peace. How great andf 
extensive these are erai in the plresent state' of 
Nature^ we seem hot imperfiKstlyta know; and< 
fiDrlesaican we even coneeive, what tlieir extent 
and <^feets ' wai be in' that future and perfed^ 
Oiiaer of Thin^, whidi it iath^ end of iStm 
Qovebmient to introduce. . 'But thus fw we niay 
with qertsinty venture to pronmmee, that what- 
ev» benefits and advantages the woorld eogopca 
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what it fs^oy^d unsfter. any! oHm iispemtitiaitt ok 
^straa, of rdigiao^ these we mi^ jiie%ia00»bt 
to the inflftieiiee o£':tht Anihori^^lA Laws, to 
thduMfeaaeoi? 4lie Kv^^dcwi and Oof&mAmxt of 
the Prince of Peace; and that tteese aie verf 
gneat, ey«p the'oppoanni\^ CfaKtstsanity must 
allow. If tiie gmeral knowkdfie and aeknoww 
kd^ent of the troe: God ; if -proper motkma 
and right conceptidna of the* I>iTine natnieand 
parfectiona ; . if the advanc^netit of humMitf 
and virtue in the world ; if the impsrovement pf 
human soeiety in general^ will be allowed to be 
advantages,; for theae, it must eertakily be ae^ 
k&owledged» the world is indebted to the Clhria* 
tiah 'Religion. Wfaesiee is that g^ieral hot of 
gentleness isnd humMsty; of ^ tenderness and de-^ 
ferenee for the eommonrseKitimenlisaBd feelingi 
e£ nature,* which rthe wodd now bears ? WhenciSL 
iAmJk general forbearamibe of all nnneeessaoy insults^ 
and whatever is giievdus and painful to; ofu? 
eosnfmon nature; so difiemnt from the savageimi 
and barbarity, of even the moab etlightoned o£ 
Ibnner b^b, but now mutually agr^ ^upon^ 
even Jbetween. enmues ? Eveti the horrid fmnk 
of wfur ittelf ip now smoothed ; and dreadfinl 
and severe as it still is, it is mild and ^ntle m 
comparison of the unrestrained Uce^tiqfqtsnesflf 
and outrage with which it wae wont to lay waste 
the. world. It is now seldom stained with wan* 
ton and unnecessary carnage, with the blood of

By[ what partieoUir steps or events thia Uni*

we have strong reasons from Revelatiosi, and 
ev^ from Facts to suppose, that some vary in^i*

hi both of whieh a Partial Resnnection of the 
dead, previous to the General Resurrection, 
seems to be plainly mentioned. And whether 
the period of a thousand years, and the bimibif^ 
end casting ftfShUan into the bottomtess pit, nal* 
tioned by St John, are to be understood mysti*- 
eally orliterally, there cannot be a doubt but

the mwe immediate auspices of the Redeemer, 
is there pointed out ; and that this period is 
described to prior to the New Heavens and New 
JBarth; and the univenKil revdlution of Nature 
afterward mentioned^ And Danid, after de- 
aarifaing this period by nearly the same mlarics 
iaa St John, adds, And when he skaU have 4ieeom- 
fSsihed.to scatter the power ^ the holy people, ail 
iheae things, shaUbejSnisbed. Which may be un- 
derstood to imply, that when the knowledge 
and.prindples of the Kdigion of Salvation by 
the* Divine Redeemer shall, in the course of his

.minated over the whote habitable world* and its 
power and influence univerMly prevail, then 
rshall that period of righteousness and happiness

-^he Kingdom of Heaven. And to thk period 
which diaU intervene between the ntoiversal 
ackno^rledgment and establishment of the 
Kingdom and Power of the Redeemer^ and the 
final consummation of the present system of 
Natore, we suppose those passages of Sacred 
Writ to refer, which describe a scene of bliss 
and felicity adapted to thie present Order of 
Mature, yet so far transcending all that we can 
conceive in the present condition of the world. ' 

This period and state of tfaii^gs, itr what ill 
Scripture is to be understood by the * Kingdom 
of Heaven^ — the Kingdom of God, — and its apt 
proadi^ as the Coming of the Kingdom of God. 
The most explicit and particular acccmnt we 
hare of this kingdom and period is iii the SlOth 
chapter ei the Book of Revelation/ of which it 
is the entire stftgect. We there see Satan bound 
^and restndned, that he should not s^duoe, nor 
deceive^ the nations any more^ for the period 
Vescribed^mystically a thousand years— « md 
the kingdom and dommumt <^nd the greatness of 
'the kingdom under the whde h^ven given to ^ 
people of the aainte of the most higW* — And 
though the scene here set forth does not amount 
'to the full jReetkution qfaU Thinge, it is certain- 
ly an important crisis of ihe Timee o£ that Re- 
stitution. 

On this subject a question very naturally 
presents itself--*whedier the Thousand Years

^object of all divine eommunicatkms, of f^ 
whole of Sacred Writ — It is the Consummatioii 
of the Miy«afif fi9)m the Great Council of Omni- 
pot^oe» with mspeet to this WorUL To thia 
the very existence €£ the present world and sU 
events that concern it, even the first Comuigof 
Christ itself^ are to be wferred ; and are hot 
the means and progressive steps to its acconw 
plishment. The whole dutation, and tiwisao- 
tions of the present world seem to be but a 
preparatory prelude, or introducticm to the King- 
dom of Heaven, or the Worid to Come. And 
the probability is, that this period will be both 
infinitely more important, and infinitely more

We find also the oriental theology full of this 
idea, and the doctrine of the Bramins exhibiting 
the same conception in their various avatars, or 
ncarnations of Vishnoo. All which seems plain-^ 
ly Ifo intimate, that either something of this kind 
IS a natural suggestion of reason ; or, that % 
Inore universal and explicit revelation of it, than 
is now extant has been made in some early pe*"* 
riod of the world. And though only idmt con- 
cerns our own part of the system of the Crea^ 
tor's works be particularly communicated to us, 
either by reason or revelation, it is impossible for 
us to say, or ieven conceive, to what other na^^ 
tures, or parts of the system, the great Media- 
tor, the sole Divine Operator, may have oende'^ 
scended, for the preservation, or r^toraticni, of

^oity> towards the accomplishment of the glcN 
iMMtt destination of the Mediator, the establish- 
mcnt of ^ mgn^ of .the FrinoQ of Plsaoe, will 
Il»te'{>laee even in the ]^reseRt period,* and before 
tiie great general oiitastrophe of this world.

That evil, bokh phytieal and mond having <« 
before observed) by a permidsion which' we in 
vain attempt to scan, actually gained acoesB into 
the creation ; and greatly perverted, and defiM»d 
the good and beautiful works of Nature ; and 
especially Qprrupted and ruined the human sys- 
tem. A principal part of thiS' mediatorial cha- 
racter, or at least a part in which we are princi- 
pally interested, is, to redeem, and deliver the 
human race. from guilt and misery, and firom all 
the consequences of that dreadful perversion, in 
which, through a permission by us inexplicably 
we find it involved ; and, finally to extirpate evil 
with all its effects and consequences, from this 
sublunary system of things. But besides thii 
sublunary system, both from the essential good- 
ness of God, and from express revelation, we 
nfiay conclude, that this redemption and deliver* 
anoe will be universal, and implies the full and 
perfect restoration of all the works of God : the 
restoration of beauty, harmony, and order, in 
their highest perfection, to every part of the 
material world, and the restoration of happiness 
in the highest degree for which their natures are 
fitted, to all beings capable of enjoying sensible 
happiness. In a word, the restoration of an w- 
der and system of things, where nothing but 
peace and harmony, love and joy, innocence and 
happiness, shaU have place : if we extend tins 
idea through all the regions of nature, the earth, 
the heavens^ the celestial bodies, the inconceiv- 
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•Eye views^ dl tiMtt iSie infinite Mind compre- 
hends ; if, wititi oi£rs€lve$, we conceive dl beings 
iCfKpable ci iznmoital happiness, enjbying this 
glorious and happy order of things, We have 
then some conception of what I would here sug« 
gest, as implied in the Coming of the Kingdom 
of God — ^the Redemption of the World— the 
Restitution of All Things— -^nd, as the final 
consummation and issue of the umversal Media- 
tor and Restorer's delegated ofiice and characterji 
^~the full establishment of the reign of the Prince 
dfPeacfe. 

If we wofuld make this idea still more ade^ 

qiiate t6 the boundless goodness andmagmfi- 

^tence of the Author of Being iuid of Bliiss, we 

'may stqipose not only the worlds and beings

Who can deny it to 
be truly worthy of the boundless beneficence of 
the Most High God« the Possessor of Heaven 
and Earth ; the merciful father and guardian of 
all the families of the eartii ? And what heart 
can forbear to r^ice, what spirit cease to exiilt,; 
in the prosped; of seeing, of enjoying^ of bearing 
a part, in such a glorious scene, such a blessed 
and happy order and disposition of things ! 

Of this his glorious purpose and destination, 
Gni' hath at sundry times, and in divers man-, 
n^rs given intimation to the world. And though 
we have now only authentic accounts of the 
cemmunications of this nature made to the Jew- 
ish nation, yet from many vestiges that* ttiay be 
traced in the general history of mankind, as has 
been shown above, there is reason to believe 
that such communications were originally uni- 
versal ; and that in consequence of them the 
hopes and expectation of this Redemption and 
Restoration were genaral, and common to all 
mankind.

adopting the partiality of the Jews With respect 
to the divine revektion with Which they Were 
favoured, seem now to conceive them to have 
been. And that the Universal Parent d Na- 
tore now is, and always was, not the Crod of th^ 
Jews only^ hut the God qf the Gentiles also, the 
equal Crod and Father of aU the FamiUes of the 
Earth. 

Still, farther to enlarge this conception, wha 
can say, or even conceive, through what degrees 
of perfection and felicity our own and other na- 
tures may be progressively refined, and exalted ; 
so as to produce an eternally varied succession of 
increasing glory and happiness ! For who can 
conceive the extent of i)erfection, the immensity 
of bliss, that Infinite Love and Croodness, aided 
by Infinite Power can confer upon its olject !
